DETAILED ACTION 



1. The amendment filed on February 10, 2003 is acknowledged. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn in view 
of the newly discovered reference(s) to Vaughan et al (the US Patent No. 5,771,022). 
Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.

6. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Vaughan et 
al (the US Patent No. 5,77 1,022). 

The Vaughan et al reference teaches in figure 1 a diversity wireless device for 
providing diversity using a plurality of ungrounded antennas la, lb wherein a ground 
plane 3 is placed in proximity to at least one of the ungrounded antennas la, lb and the at 
least one of the ungrounded antenna is isolated from the ground plane (figure 1). Figure 3 
shows elements of the ungrounded antennas 1 being symmetrical and an angle between 
the antenna being 90 degrees. 



7. Claims 1-4 and 9-14 are allowed. 

8. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
